Eurasian criminal groups. Kolbayev was designated by the U.S. Department of the Treasury Office of 
Foreign Assets Control (OFAC) under Executive Order (E.G.) 13581 in February 2012 for acting for or on 
behalf of the Brothers' Circle.
